Pocketbook aid 



Utility users 
will benefit 



If you're a utility user—and who isn't here in at the 
Beach- -brace yourself for some welcome news. 

The Tidewater Consumer Council's proposed Consumer 
Bill of Rights has seen the light of day. 

The measure was sponsored by Beach Sen. Joe Can- 
ada, and signed into law by Gov. Miles E. Godwin AprU 
13, and will become effective July. This bill states that: 

A. Every public utility shall provide its residential 
customers one full billing period to pay for one months 
local or basic services bdore initiating any proceeding 
against a resWwyalciwtojMsr tor nc«j.-p?xnlei?t of iocal 
service. 

B. Pay the residential custcoMr a lair rate at Interest 
as determined by the Commission on money deposited 
and return the deposit with interest after two years 
of satisfactory credit has been established. 

C. Every Public Utility dull estiOilish complaint pro- 
cedures which will insure prompt and effective handling 
of all custoiner Inquires, service requests and complaints. 
Such procedures shall be approved by the Commission 
before its implementation and shall be distributed to 
all its residoitial customers. 

D. No electric utility shall terminate a customer 
service without tea days notice liy mail to the customer. 

TCC plans to strengtten the Ctmsumers Bill of Rights, 
uid a restructuring of the organization. Plans are to 
have Chaptera in Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suffolk, 
Virginia Beach, and Norfolk. They are also working on 
the passage of SB 509 which is the cmtton of a Utility 
Consumer Council which will give the consumers teir 
representation at all rate hearings before the SCC.

So City Council authorized City Manager Goege L. 
Hanbury to sign an agreement with the Virginia De- 
partment of Highways to maintain highways improved 
under provisions of the Federal High Act. 

The road which will be built north of Route 58 to 
Shorehaven Drive wiU cost $5,473,408 and been so long 
on the drawing boards that Councilman Charles W. 
Gardner asked, "Is this the last thing?" 

Virginia Beach's share of the cost will come to 
about 15% except for storm sewer outfall (33% of 
117,696 Storm sewer outfall (31% of $42,744and 100% 
of the water and sanitary sewer cost of $127,560. 



Thumbs up now? 

Daytime hitchhikers may be excepted from the Vir- 
ginia Beach ordinance which bans hitchhiking and will 
go into effect June 1. 

Councilman Robert B. Cromwell who voted for the 
ban l>ecause of the thigh crime incidents connected with 
hitchhiking suggested the cufew as a compromise. 
Councilmen had been concerned about the students who 
depended on hitchhiking to get to their jobs. 

Since most of the hitchhiking crimes at the Beac 
occur 4jitV»een 6 p.m. and fra.riift'ttese hours were sug- 
gested as the time limits against hitchhiking. The 
Police Department reported that 90% of the robberies, 
70% of the sex offenses and 100% of the homicides 
related to hitchhiking occur during these night hours.

City Manager George L. Hanbury reported the popu- 
lation of the city at 236,000 as estimate based on the 
numt>er of dwelling units through a formula which takes 
into account a 5% vacancy rate. 

The figure compares to Richmond's 2^,000 popula- 
tion. Norfolk is still the largest city in the State. 
Included in the total are on-base military personal.

The City is considering changes to facilitate the parking 
of delivery trucks in the beach twrougb. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that between 
19th and 25th streets on Atlantic Avenue trucks generally 
double park along the sides of the street making the 
drivers eleigible for traffic tickets. a 

Hanbury said the city man reduce the numl>er of loading 
tones, giving the trucks more room, and possibly 
restrict delivery hours to mornings between 10 or 11 
a.m. Charles W. Gardner suggested some provision 
be made for late deliveries, too.

Bicyclists and pedestrians need io 
take ttie necessary precautions to be 
seen. A bicycle headlight and reflec- 
tors are essential »*»en bike riding in 
daftness or early morning traffic. 



Restrooms here hit head

The ocean strip's ugly duckling has turned into a 
beautiful swan. 

Just like in the fairy tale, the oceanfront restrooms 
that nobody with property along the oceanfront wanted 
may actually turn into aii asset. * 

That's the way City Council seems to view its first 
oceanfront restroom facility which will be constructed at 
the end of 17th Street. 

Oliver, Smith and Cooke, Ltd., architects, haye design- 
ed more than a restroom. In fact, there are two separ- 
ate restrooms - male and female, fronted by a land- 



scaped mall dominated by a sundial. The materials and 
the design in the project complement the Sea Escape 
Motel next to it. 

City Manage r George L. Hanbury told Council that 
whenever the city erects a facility next to private pro- 
perty, it tries to accommodate the private property own- 
er. This is done with other projects like pumping sta- 
tions and recreation centers, he said. 

The city was so relieved when the site became avail - 
able, after it had just about given up hope of ever build- 
ing public restrooms, that being accommodating came 
easy. > 

By making the facility aesthetically pleasing, the city 
hopes to show other property owners that public rest-

rooms near their property are not necessarily bad. Ad- 
ditional restrooms are contemplated almt the beach 
from Rodee Inlet to 42nd Street. 

The site became available when John A. Maddox, the 
owner of the Sea Escape Motel came forward about a 
year ago and volunteered to be neighbor of the rest- 
room. He said he ms willing to have the city close oH 
the street, which in effect would give him ownership of 
the property. 

When a street is closed, pmpetty owners on either 
side are deed half of the street on their side. Maddox 
owns the property on bath sides of the street. Then he 
would be willing to deed the restroom site back to the 
city for a nominal fee of |10. 

If Maddox bad not done this, the only way the City 
could use a street for construction of a building would 
be to close the street and then condemn the pn^rty 
needed. The property is estimated to be worth about 
$4,000 a siiiiare foot, and councilmen figured Maddox 
has saved them himdreds of thousands of dollars. 

It's a bargain 

Councilman John A. Baom remarked that "everytxidy 
was surprised that this one man volunteered. If we can't 
dp this, we may as well do away with it all... The cost 
of the real estate is more than the cost of the mall. It's 
really a battUh'. ' "^ , 

Council Monday afternoon voted 10-1 to award the eoo- 
tract for the restroom construction to Ingham * Asso- 
ciates for $145,300 . The engineer's estimate was 
$132,250, but Hanbury said that be expects to shave from 
$12,000 to $14,000 off the price with a substitute. 

Maddox, wto attended the meeting, had worked closely 
with the architects and had si«gested the sundial to wh- 
ich Councilman J. Henry McCoy had objected at a pre- 
vious meetii^ as beii^ unnecessary. Hanbury stdd a 
Uosk, a small pagoda-Uke structure included in the 
drawings, had tlao been cut out. 

Interest coming 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing said that as soon as 
people see this facility the more Interested they will be. 
He added that more tourists will see the restrooms than 
probably anything else at tiie beach. 
^The restrooms will be crastmcted of fluted concrete 
panels and benches will be placed in the maU area. 
The fScilliy occupies an area SO feet wide and about 200 
feet deep, Iraring room for aooass to the adjoining pro- 
perties on I'Tth Street. 

McCoy entered the only dissenting ycie. 

In ani^her contract award, Council awarded Luke Con- 
struction Company, Inc., the contract for the construc- 
tion of Blrdneck Point Sanitary Sewerage Facilities for 
$14,820.-

The second in a year-long series of LOTS (logistics- 
over-the-shore) tests being conducted by the military 
services at R, Story here at the Beach was held this 
week. 

"Task Force Hook" will help the services determine 
if containers and other heavy, outsized equipment can 
be unleaded, deployed and discharged from a conven- 
tional breakbulk ship in an offshore enviroment without 
the use of special facilities. 

As with the other planned tests and the recently- 
concluded balloon operations, our own Ft. Story was 
selected as the most ideal site for this test because 
of the varying sea and weather conditions provided by 
the area. 

The tests were conducted by the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps under the direction of Major General Atlon G, 
Post, commander of the Army Transportation Center 
and Ft.Eustis, 

Big cranes used 

The purpose of these tests was to determine how 
well various systems will work in transferring containers 
and other equipment in a LOTS situation from five 
different types of merchant vessels- -conventional break- 
bulk, heavylift breakbuilk, non- self sustaining container- 
ship, LASH bargeship, and SEABEE bargeship. 

In the recent test, the services wanted to test their 
ability to deploy new equipment which is outsized and 
approaches the weight capacity of a conventional break- 
•"tJuUrshipfbTOBT.' ^« - -, ,'. X^ ,1, ^.., 

■^ fhe, .equipm^t inc|uded a l^Jston^rSik cfine, and 
''"'-■ ted-toB-'fftrac ^i^ne, which have been acquired by 
the Army to handle containers in a LOTS operation. 
Both models can be used with up to 400 feet of boom 
and job, although the Army has only obtained 120 feet 
of boom sections for the smaller crane and 160 feet 
of boom for the larger one to meet its operational 
needs. Only 70 feet of boom will be used in the test. 

Two big monsters 

The boom lengths provide sufficient lifting radius to 
remove containers from the far side of a conatinership 
with the crane sitting on a pier alongside the ship. 

When completely equipped and assembled, the 140- 
ton crane weighs 186,620 lbs, and the 300-ton crane 
weighs 351,520 lbs. 

If the serivces can load these cranes in port and dis- 
cbarge them in an offshore enviroment without special 
facilities, they will have a deployment means for ship- 
to-shore and shoreside LOTS capability. 

Among the answers sought from the test is the time 
it will take to disassemble the equipment and load it 
aboard a ship, then off-load and reassemble it on the 
l>each, ^ 

Disassembled here 

The services also want to know if landing craft 
(merchanized) and pontoon causeway sections can be 
used to provide ship-to-shore lighterage for the crane if 
utility landing craft are not avialable. 

The degree of beach preparation necessary to accept 
and permit operation of the crane was also of interest, 
since neither carne is fully mobile in an umimproved 
beach site location. 

The cranes and other test equipment were dis^^isembled 
at Ft, Eustis and at Little Creek Naval "Amphibious 
Base. From there they were transferred by ground 
vehicle to a staging area at the Naval Supply Center, 
in Norfolk, where they were loaded aboard a con- 
ventional brakbulk ship. 

At Ft. Story's Green Beach are, anear the head-

Altogether 27 lifts of equipment from he break - 
bulk ship were tested. Trailers loaded with crane 
components comprised the "first 21 lifts. The re- 
maining six were deck loads. 

First the 140-ton crane components were unloaded 
and deployed to the beach area. While it was being 
assembled, the 300-ton crane was brought ashore 
The 140-ton crane was then used in reassembling the 
larger model. 

The test ended when both cranes had been reassembled 
and were operational on the beach. 

Results of the test will be known after data studies 
have been anlayzed.

The Army will receive its first lighter air cushion 
vehicle from Bell Aerospace Corporation eirlj? in May 
for operational tests at Ft. Story here at the Beach. 

Ft. Story will be the testing site for the amphibious 
craft to determine if LACVs can be more effective than 
current equipment in meeting the Army's needs for car- 
rying cargo from ships across beaches.

Developed by Bell Aerospace, the cratt to be unveiled 
at Virginia Beach travels on a fOur-toot cushion of 
air at water speeds of up to 50 knots and can traverse 
land with slopes of six degrees, vertical obstructions 
up to three feet, depressions of six to 12 feet In width; 
and a plunging surf of eight feet. 

76-footer her* 

The 76-foot amphibian to be tested at Ft. Story is 
designed to carry 20-foot containers. On Its 51x33 
feet of unobstructed deck space, it can transport one 
22.S-ton container or two 15-ton containers. If nec- 
essary, the craft could accommodate three containers 
as long as their weight did not exceed the craft's 30- 
' ton payload capacity. 

There will be no environmental impact on Ft. Story 
or the Beach- with the addition of the LACV tolls 
training mission, according to testing officials. The 
LACV can operate In areas with harrier reefs, under- 
water obstructions, snow, ice, mnskeg and other Uods 
of marginal terrain with no noticeable effects on tl» 
area.

LACVs turUne engine. Their secondary training was 
in Panama City, Fla., where they operated and main- 
tained an air cushion vehicle similar to the Army 
prototype. 

It is anticipated that these teams provide experienced 
cadre fbr the activation of Transportation Corps am- 
phibious lighterage companies if the Army orders 
production LACVs for 1979. 

The lighter-air-cushion vehicles are being intro- 
duced into the Army's watercraft inventory to meet a 
growing demand for transfer of containerized cargo. 
Today's Army fleet is not designed to handle container 
adequately and is not fast enough to equal the produc- 
tivity of medem container ships. 

In addition to the logistics ship-to-shore abilities of 
the LACV, the Army also anticipates its use in Arctic 
areas, where the craft can be operated to transport 
containers cross-country without damage to the en- 
vironment. 

The LAC V-30 being accepted by the Army is a stretch- 
ed and modified version of the VOyageur ACV, which 
was tested in the joint-service OSDOC II (Offshore Dis-

charge of Containers) exercise at Ft. Story in 1972. 
The two Army craft are basically the fifth and sixth 
Voyageurs produced since the first prototype was com- 
pleted In 1971. 

In addition to an 11 1/2-foot stretch to Increase the 
craft's cargo deck, the LACV has more powerful en- 
gines. Improved propellers, an air management system, 
a self-unloading capability and several other improve- 
ments requested by the Army. 

LACV-SOs are powered by two Pratt and Whitney 
ST6T6-76 engines which have a normal shaft horsqxnrer 
rating of 1,400 and a maximum nting of 1,800 horse- 
power. 

The craft's air management* system, powered Iqr a 
140-horsepower auxiliary power unit (APU), provides 
filtered, positive pressure air for the ei^lnes, the engine 
oil coolers, cabin air conditioner system and the Intakes 
of the APU itself. The system Includes an axial tan, 
moisture separators and filters. 

The two Army LACV-30s were developed and built 
under contract to the Army's UoblUty Eqnipmait Re- 
search and Development Command by Bell Aerospace 
Corp.

BeacK club-owner to sail the seas

Ahoy there maties, and shiver me timbers. It's Mike 
Worrell planning a l.OOamlle race in a . . . Hobie Cat? 

That's right, Worrell, who with his brother Chris owns 
Worrell Bros., a restaurant-nightclub on the beach, is 
staging the Coastwise Race that brings to mind memories 
of Charles Lindburgh. 

His 16-foot Hobie Cat, a catamaran with a sheet of can- 
vas stretched between the two pontoons, looks more like 
something to sail in a swimming pool than to race along 
the Atlantic Coast, but that's exactly what Mike and his 
partner Guerry Beatson, a substitute teacher, intend todo. 

Mike and Guerry, and whoever else wants to compete, 
will take off from Fort Lauderdale, Florida, and sail 
north to Virginia Beach. 

"It depends on how hard the wind is blowing, ' ' said Wor- 
rell, "but we eipect the race to take 10 to 12 days." 

Last October Worrell made the trip heading south. "The 
prevailing winds at that time ofthe year are coming from 
the north," explained Worrell, "but in May, the winds 
should be blowing from the south." 

That jaunt took blm 20 days but Worrell pointed out 
that only 14 of those were sailing days. This year, a couple 
days should be sliced off that time because the days will 
be longer, affording more sailing time. "We sailed from

be able to sail from five in the morning to nine at night." 

There is no denying it is a dangerous undertaking. Kent 
Morgan, the race coordinator said, "This race is for peo- 
ple who know what they are doing. Its hazardous and its 
detlnately not for beginners." 

Worrell said the most dangerous parts of the trip are 
when rounding the capes. "I like the capes, they're in- 
teresting. But you have to be careful. Cape Hatteras is 
the worst, bat Cape Fear and Cape Lookout are .bad also." 

In fact, It was off Cape Fear that Worrell encountered 
some of his roo^est sailing. "We were only about 75 feet 
offshore rounding Cape Fear with a strong northeast 



wind, " he recalled, "and the water was very rough. We 
were only 75 feet offshore, but we couldn't see it. Now 
I know why they call It Cape Fear." 

Afterwards, he related the incident in great detail in 
his logbook. But while doing some nighttime sailing a 
couple days later, the Hobie Cat fllM>ed over and the 
logbook, along with a 11 their gear, became the property 
of Mr. Davy JoAes. 

"All we could save was our sleepii« bags," said Wor- 
rell, "but we learned our lesson not to sail at night." 

This year, Worrell plans on carrying a cassette tape 
recorder, and strapping it to his body. "This way I can 
give my impressions of a situation while its actually hap- 




pening," he said. ^ .. 

WorreU said that there rwUy is no telling how the 
racers will do, since the weather is so unpredictable. 
"It can be very sim|de, but if all of a sudden a northeast- 
er pope up, even the most benign coastline Ukes on a 
different Iqpk. And if you're along a rough coast, it can 
get though." f 

Some of the worst coastUne, acc6rding to Worrell, is 
along Georfla and South Carolina. "There aresand-bara 
and islands that make for difficult sailing." 

"Ideally, I would like to have a taste of all kinds of 
weather," he said. "That way it would be a total test of 
the sailors' abUiUes." 

One of the trickiest parts of the trip Is the getting out 
in ocean. "Launchli^theboatthroughthesurfcan be dan- 
gerous," he said, "and you dp it four or five times a 
day." 

Despite the Inconvenience of the launchings, Worrell 
doesn't mind heading in when he is overcome by a case of 
the munchles. "Once last year 1 was real hungry, but 
didn't know where to come ashore. ThenI saw the McDon- 
ald golden arches and went on in." 

One of the walls in Worrell Bros, has been consumed 
by maps ofthe Atlantic coastline, with the route marked 
carefully in red. In the room used for disco, there is a 
large blown-up pbotOKrapb of Mike and a partner riding 
a wave in on his H(M« Cat, which is on the verge of tip- 
ping over. His sails are kept in the comer. Sailing is ob- 
viously a big part of his life. "I sail every day. I made 
the trip last year to test my skills and hope many more 
sailors will do the same and compete in the race. There 
Is no registration fee and only one member of the original 
crew has to finish." 

The rules fc>r the race are simpll. The entire race 
must be in the ocean. There will be no required stops 
eicept that each crew must phone Worrell Bros, every 
day. The wall chart will plot the sailor's positions. 

There Is required safety gear and recommended gear. 
For example, Worrell advises that crews carry a trans- 
istor radio, because "It gets boring sometimes." 

For further information, call Mike Worrell at 425-

Worrell is hoping that the finish will coincide with Me- 
morial Day, althm^ that would set a very fast pace. 
But whatever the pace, it should be quite an event, and 
anyone who finisbss will have accomplished a feat 
worthy of UUysses.

Title IX interpretation wipes out jayvees

dent Activities for the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The problem arose from the fact 
that there are |ayvee teams 
able to the boys in timt tfottt; 
ball, basketball, wrestling and base- 
ball. There are no jayvee sports for 
girls. 

Besides that, there are 10 varity 
level sports for bojrs, and only six 
for girls. 



The recommendation stated, "There 
is clearly identified imbalance which 
is obvious violation of the law. Girls 
simply do not enjoy equal opportun- 
ity in our athletic programs." 

One solution would have been to 
add jayvee sports to the girls' pro- 
grams, and offer more varsity sports 
as well. But Deviney said, "That just 
would not work. We do not have the 
facilities to handle that many teams 
and that much transportation." » 

So the cut-back was made. 

However, the sports that lost their 
jayvee program will be permitted to 
expand their varsity teams and coach- 
ing staffs conslderalby. 

Deviney said, "Actually, what we 
were doing was duplication the oro-, 



grams. Why have jayvee sports when 
you have the same sports in junior 
high schools? 

"Sure, four programs were 

huKHriffeler to look 
at it as> adding seven programs." 

Of the seven new programs, three 
are on the high school level: boys' 
soccer, girls' soccer, and girls' soft- 
ball. The four new programs on the 
junior high level are boys' soccer, 
girls' soccer, girls' softball and girls' 
track. 

The committee estimated that the 
overall increase in participation will 
be 1,183 students. 

Three sports will be coed: golf, 
cross country, and winter track., 

"The girls haven't showed that much 
interest in these areas," said De- 
viney. "1 don't expect many girls 
to try out for cross country. How- 
ever, if the interest picks up enough 
to warrant the formation of a girls' 
team, we will do so." 

He added, "Its a great boon to 
gills' nthletics. This will encourage 
greater participation, and now there 
Is a greater variety of sports offer- 
ed. And the absence of jayvee squads 



won't hurt the competition because 
they'll all play under the same rules." 
The question arises if whether or 
not a boy's development might be 
impeded by the absence of the jay- 
vee squads. Stuart Holland, athletic 
director at Cox High School, and a 
committee member, thinks that won't 
be the case. "With the junior high 
schools expanding their programs and 
with the community leagues, there 
area lot of opportunities to get pre- 
varsity experience in most sports. 
Besides that, I think that practicing 
with the older boys will help them a 
great deal." 

According to Holland, one of the 
l>est features of the new system is 
the addition of boys' and girls' soc- 
cer. "They play it in elementary 
school, and you just wouldn't believe 
the demand for it," he explained. 

Holland admitted there will be kinks 
to iron out, but said, "Its a good 
program. We will adapt ourselves 
to it and make it work." 

Don Van Benschoten, Princess Anne 
High's A.D., had some reservations 
about it, but changed his mind. "My 



first reaction was negative, because 
I was nsed to the old system. But 
I think it will be OK. With the addi- 
tion of new sports we won't lose any 
participation. 

"We'll g^ mor^'^ more girls 
coming out for sports now that they 
have a chance," be continued. "They 
haven't had the opportunity but they 
have the desire. It might take a while 
to really get rolling, but in time I 
think it wiU work out fine." 

Coach Len Greenwood, whose Bay- 
side track team is the powerhouse 
of the Eastern District, said, "It raises 
some interestli^ questions. It 
may hurt cross country since that 
Isn't being offered in junior high." 

The compliance with Title IX will 
start with the fall sports in 1976. 
The only additional equipment need- 
ed will be soccer nets and mayl>e 
some lackstops for the new soft- 
ball t^ms. 

Its a radical change in struc - 
ture, and there are bound to be 
problems durii% the adjustment per- 
iod. But like Jerry Deviney said, 
"Let's look at it positively."

The Riv^B Garden Club 
recently learned about car- 
ing tor boseplants from 
guest speaker Bill Fisher. 

Proper light, soil, and 
moisture were empha- 
sized. 

Soil mix must be proper 
and be able to drain well. 
Refular packaged potting 
soil stays wet too long, 
Fisher indicated. Scrfl 
sbould be k^ loose and 
airy. "Organic" potting 
soil needs charcoal bits ad- 
ded to absort) impurities 
attd sweeten the soil. 

Since peat moss, vermi- 
cslite, and pearlite retain 
moisture, all are good for 
starting seeds and nxrting 
cuttings. Vennicullte 
(brown) and pearlite (white) 

are dtectivc under lights 
and on a tenqnrary basis. 
Here is Mr. Fisher's re- 



cipe for potting soil: 3 
parts potting soil (dirt), 
1 part peet moss, 1 part 
coarse white sand, 1/2 part 
charcoal bits, 1/2 part de- 
composed cow manure, 1 
heaping tablespoon bone 
meal (if container is pint). 
For ferns add 3/4 
part pearlite. For cacti 
and other succulents, add 
1/2 part more sand and 
1/2 part pearlite.

Crowded schools and highways in the Oceana area de- 
termined Council's denial ol a reBoning request which 
would allow 682 duplex units to be constructed on a 112.53 
acre site north of Dam Neck Road on the west side of 
Oceana poulevard. 

The partnership of Nottingham t Bums petitioned for 
the rezoing from Agricultural District Ag-1 to Residen- 
tial District R-8 on the basis that it was it was the most 
"realistic" use of the property. 

Attorney Grover C. Wright Jr., said the builders were 
willing to contribute $100,000 to the schools to ease any 
impact the development would have on the schools, he add- 
ed, however, that the project would take four to five ywrs 
to complete and that the impact would therefore be grad- 
ual. 

The Planning Commission recommended denial, point- 
ing out that the traffic analysis indicates the majority of 
the 4800 trips a day which would be generated by the pro- 
ject would utlliie Oceana Boulevard. Traffic counts there 
indicated Oceana Boulevard is now operating at twice 
the volume it was designed to handle. 

The main entrance to the project would be at the inter- 



sections of General Booth Boulevard, Oceana Boulevard 
and Prosperity Road. The four schools serving the area 
are aU operating above their capacity and would not sup- 
port the additional 335 students which would be generated 

by the project. 

The City's Capita? Improvements Plan provide for some 
relief at the high school level but none for the Junior 
high and elementary school level. 

Under the present loning 1 1 2 single family uniU are al- 
lowed. Eighty acres of the property, Wright pointed out, 
has a use permit tor 581 recreational type vehicles, which 
would create more traffic. 

Objections to the petition came from the Virginia Beach 
SPCA. Attorney William R. Wahab said the SPC A relocat- 
ed to its present site to get away from more populated 
areas where the noise of the kennels would not disturb 
residents. He also cited the traffic congestion. 

Council dMied the petition unanimously in casting his 
vote CouncUman John A. Baum said that such a large par- 
cel of land should have more access. The narrow frontage 
and the narrow highway, tesaid, making reioning prema- 
ture.

Feeling rotten lately? 

Any physical problems of any kind? 

Any adverse symptoms you don't understand? 

If not— you could have high blood pressure. Scores in 
Virginia Beach do. And if you do, you cold be a candidate 
for a stroke or heart attack. And you'd never know it. 

May is High Blood Pressure Month. And the American 
Heart Association, local affiliate, is urging everyone to 
have his or her blood pressure checked. Beach officials 
are concerned about the emergence of related diseases 
here. 

Virginia Beach hospitals report much preoccupation 
with heart attacks and strokes. "It's always on the up- 
swing,-' said one^fficial. Fortunately, between Bayside, 
General and other Beach centers, the matter is easily 
treated here. 

Beach Is warned 

"Hypertension is sneaky," says Dr. Robert M. Carey, 
chairman of the Heart Association's High Blood Pressure 
Committee. "There are usually no symptoms so you'd 
never know yu have it." 

Yet, hypertension is easily found. And a simple preven- 
tive program can usually control it. 

That is why the Heart Association is making an extra 
effort during May to find those people who have high blood 
pressure. A series of screenings is planned in shewing 
craters and in industries throughout the state during May. 
The screenings are designed to find the 30 percent of 
hypertensives who do not know they have the condition, 
and to refer them to physicians for treatment. 

Have your blood pressure checked by your doctor, or go 
to your clinic. The examination is quick and inexpensive. 
Don't wait until you feel badly before you go, because 
you might not have any symptoms before it's too late. 

If you are found to have high blood pressure, your doc- 
tor will probably prescribe a sensible diet that's low in 
salt, saturated fats and cholesterol. He may advise you to 
lose weight and get more exercise. Do it. And take what- 
ever medicatton he may prescribe. 

A grim picture 

If you need any encouragement to take medication when 
you feel well, consider these statistics: 

There are nearly 900,000 deaths in America every jrear 
from hekrt atte± i^MNii: iUiaiiliriil^iaress^^ 
a major fiictor in 500,000 of them. More than a half at 
all tbe deaths in the U. S. this year wiU be related to car- 
diovascular disease. 

"The picture doesn't have to be so grim," Dr. Carey 
points out. "Identifying high blood pressure makes the 
rest rasy . With proper medicines, diet and preventive pro- 
grams there is no reason not to lead normal, healthy 
lives." 

So have your blood pressure checked; it could be the 
first step to a longer, healthier life.

A iffoptr diet is important. Salt has been identified as a 
coDtrUNAor to hi^ bkwd pressure, so a reduction in salt 
intake can be braefidal. \^ 




Cancer, too, is a big part of the Beach medical 
picture. 

The nearly 60,000 educational programs on uterine 
cancer and the Pap test bring completed this year 
puts the American Cancer Society within reach of its 
five year goal of a Pap test for every American woman 
20 years or older by the end of 1976. 

"Although considerable progress has been made in 
Virginia Beach, we need an added push to put this life- 
saving program over the top", declared Mrs. lleral 
Howard, Resident Chairman of the Virginia Beach Unit 
of the American Cancer Society, now in the midst of 
its educational and fund raising Cniiade. 

Women are target 

"The women we Ittve not effectively reached include 
those over fifty, low income gro<q», and working women", 
Mrs. Homrd said. "These groi^ps flU continue to be 
our targets." 

Five years ago the Society launched a campaign, 
"Let No Woman be Overlooked" and at the end of 
1974 a Gallup poll showed that almost nine in 10 women 
were aware of the Pap test and that 78 per cent of the 
nylon's women had had one. This was a dramatic 
advance from the 52% noted in a 1970 poll.~ 

Mrs. Howard said however that cancer of tbe en- 
dometrium (body of the womb) has been rising amtng 
middle aged womm. "For this reas(» the Society re- 
commends that every woman at menopause have a pelvic 
examination and Pap test, and those at high risk have 
an endometrial sample examined." 

"Although the uterine cancer death rate has declined 
by two thirds in tbe last 35 years, about 11,000 women 
will needlessly die of uterine cancer this yearp, she 
said. 

Call Beach number 

"There is no need for young or older women to brood 
. about cancer. They should be aware however that with 
cancer it's what yoa don't know that may hurt. A re- 
gular health eamlnatioa includii^ a Pap test, or in the 
case of alHiormal Needing a medical examination, can 
help prevent uterine cancer death", Mrs. Howard said. 

"Remember, we want to wipe out cancer in your life- 
time. More. Information aid a free bookie on uterine 
cancer and the Pap test nay be obtained at tte ACS 
unit at 958- B Laskin Road, Virginia Beach, Virgil

Surfers win 
own bus aid 



Virginia Beacli lus "come a long way," remarlced 
Councilman Joim A. Baum, "to provide bus service for 
surfers." 

Baum was referring to a new service to be inaugurated 
by the City tills summer to provide public transit to the 
beaclifront. The service is an outcome of a request some 
months ago by Councilman J. Henry McCoy. 

Jim Echols, executivedirector of the Tidewater Region- 
al Transit, has indicated the new Mercedes Benz smaller 
buses will be used. As a boon to surfers, buses will be 
equipped with some type of raclcs on the outside for carry- 
ing surfboards. The unique arrangement was suggested 
l>y Councilman Jolm R. Griffin. 

Council Monday afternoon authorized the initiation of the 
service at the close of the school year by a vote of 10 to 
1 with CcNiacilman Floyd E.Waterfleld, Jr. dlssentii^ be- 
cause he doesn't think the service will pay for itself. 

In his letterto Council City ManagerGeorgeL. Hanbury 
said that the service is new and it is difficult to estimate 
revenues. He anticipates, however, that sufficient reve- 
nues will be derived to justify the service which will cost 
approximately |7,900 during the summer season. 

The City will have a month 'strl&l to determine the fea- 
silDiUty of continuing the service during the summer. 

About ei^ round trips are scheduled during the day at 
the regular intra-city bus fare of 35 cents. 

Robert B. Cromwell Jr. said that "the day has passed 
when we're goii« to have to worry about whether it pays 
for itself." The Council needs to be concerned, he said, 

The bus as schechded will leave from the Kempsville 
Plaza Shopping Center and proceed to Pembrolce Mall, 
top, and the Pacific Avenue TraUways Bus Station with 
interim stops on the way.

The Alcohol Hotline has received a ttrtal of 2,363 calls 
from people with alcohol-related pntoiema, during the 
first year of operation, ended April lIS, it was resorted 
by Bill Bmne, community ffelations coordinator for 
the Tidewater Psychiatric Institute. 

The Hotline telephone number is 481-HELP. 

The Alcohol Hotline is a result of a 1975 survey 
of area physicians which revealed an overwhelming 
concern for the severity of the problem, of alcoholism 
in the Virginia Beach area. At, the urgin g of several 
Beach physicians, TPI initiated a 24-hour community 
hotline service especially for alcohol related problems. 

Though there were several bl>tlines in operation 
concerned with crisis intervention^ aone specialized in 
alcohol problems. 



"We were convinced that the establishment of such 
a service would respond to a critical need of the com- 
munity and the volume of calls has confirmed this 
oiramunlty need," Boone said. 

Tidewater Psychiatric Institute's 18 bed alcoholism 
unit, the Alcoholism Rehabilitation Center of Tidewater, 
already had the facilities and was staffed 24-hours a 
Ay by alcidiolism counselors. The counselors com- 
mitted themselves to the success of the Hotline service. 

Of the 2,363 calls received in the first year, the 
counselors services, 69 to private physicians, 32 to 
theHavy SloohoUsm Program, 102 to the Virginia Council 
on Alcoholism and Drug Dependence, 266 to local di- 
visions of alcidiolism services, 78 to the courts and 
519 to various other available services and programs 
in the commimity.

Construction on Virginia Beach cable television facil- 
ities may get under way in less than six months, ac- 
cording to J. Frank Malbon, president of Cox Cable 
of Virginia Beach. 

Cox, whose parent firm is Cox Cable Communications, 
Inc., of Atlanta, was awarded the CATV franchise Mon- 
day afternoon by City Council ending six years of spe- 
culation and study. 

The only other bidder for the franchise was Virginia 
Beach Telecommunications, Inc., a chiefly locally-owned 
company. 

Cox also has franchises jp Norfolk and Portsmouth 
and indications are that tlk> company will develop all 
three systems together although the Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth franchises have been held since 1974. 

Final clearance of the station qiust come from the 
FCC which in the past. Malbon said, has taken from six 
months to a year. He believes, however, that Cox 
TV will receive clearance on the Virginia Beach fran- 
chise in less than six months. 

Beach as base 

studios and other fiicilities required by the FCC 
will be located in each of the cities, but the company 
will probably have a sii^le headquarters as a tnse of 
operations for all three cities. 

Councilman John R. Griffin remarked that be hoped 
"to get the headquarters in Virginia Beach." 

Mayor J. Curtis Payne seemed reluctant to intro- 
duce the question to a vote, saying that he had "vacil- 
lated" back and forth."

Casting negative votes were McCoy who said he wais

voted for Cox to let the firm know "I'm b^ind them" 
and to be on the prevailing side" so that I can make 
motions" later if the company fails to live up to its 
committments. 

Vice Mayor George R. Ferrell said that Cox can "best 
serve because it has more eqterlenee, and is better 
-financed."

In an operation that could be likened 
to hauling coals to Newcastle, the 
Army at Ft. Story is supplying sand 
fbr Virginia Beach. 

Even though the city has seemingly 
sufficient sand, we constantly faces 
an erosion problem brought on by 
heavy winter storms and strong water 
currents created by the blending of 
the Chesapeake My and the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

In 1974, with sum>lies of sand from 
other areas diminishing, Beach city 
fathers turned to the Army for help. 
At the time, the Army Corps of 
Engineers was conducting dredging 
(qwrations in the Iny area and bad 
idanned to take the sand out to sea 
for dumping. Instead, the sand was 
piled up on the beaches of Ft. Story, 
where the Army trains its fleet of 



amphibians. 

More than 100,000 cubic yards of 
sand were hauled from the Ft. Story 
site last year to replenish the Vir- 
ginia Beach shoreline. This year, 
the resort city eq>ects to gain from 
90,000 to 150,000 cubic yards. 

Cost of the opentlon is borne 
by the city, which hires a contractor 
to haul the sand away apd dqiosit it 
(m the Beach areas. The 1976 op- 
erations, which b^an in February 
and will end. in May, are eqieeted 
to cost the city $177,600.

Memorial Day weekend motorists are 
urged io give their car a thorough 
mechanical checkup before traveling. 
"Holiday vactioners must be aware of 
their car's maintenance needs to awoid 
unnecessary risk, delay or expense," 
said John T. Hanna, director. Highway 
Safety Division of Virginia. 

Traffic is particularly heavy In the 
resort area here at the Beach, and 
whether you are off to Thoroughgood, 
Lynnhaven or more distant fields, take 
care.

Jack DaTis is kind of caivht in the 
middle. 

On one hand he's a longtime CB 
radio user who thinks the boom is 
just really startinc. And on the other 
hand he 's a vrteran ham, or ama- 
teur radio operator. 

"They aratwodlstinct communities 
who have nothing in common," he 
said. 
:,^ uPavis shenki knows He's^eowner- 
of 4-Wheeler Communications, thou- 
1^ iqr many to be the CB center here 
at Uie Beach. He' s a retired Navy 
eiedronles specialist, and pest pre- 
sident of the Virginia Beach CBClub. 

The counter at 1-Wheeler is non- 
stop patter, electronic Jargon. It is 
the direct result of the scientlfieage. 

"I got out of the Navy last July," 
Davis said. "Why did I <q>en the shop? 
I got trapped . A guy asked me to do 
some r^Mirs. I did, andheqtreadthe 
word. I was swamped with sets. So I 
Hiad to ^ther do this or beswaraped." 

Beach resident 

He's from Fort Cobb, Okl., and a 
Beach residoit since 1967. The busi- 
ness is located at 504? Cleveland, the 
aecami right off Witch Duck going to- 
ward Norfolk on 44. It's a small to 
medium slsed building that always is 
a nest of activity. The company ac- 
tually started in September of 1973, 
that office on Holland Road. 

"Before the boom our business was 
modest," Davis said. "There were a 
handful of installations, some sales 
and service. But since, our gross has 
gone from |2,000 to |3,00 a month to 
a sustained |20,000."

Tlien all of a sudden 
they triple the ftael price, dn^ tlie 
spMd limit by 10 miles an hour, 
and infUrtion is bad. 

"Th^ were forced to ^reak the 
law. CB sets allowed them to find 
out the locattons of ifooptn and 
weight atatiiws. They had to hit 85 
miles an hour or lose everythii^:." 

Now If you drive a great deal, 
remember that Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia are the "bkiodsBckers." Tiiey 
fight CBs hard, and are looking for 
easy revenue. The sltnatlfm is notthe 
same here -- Virginia state poUce 
like CBs, feeling tliat they can cover 
effectively cover 400 miles of idgh- 
way str^ compared to a ft«ctioa of 
that were there not CBs to warn mo- 
torists.

Sharon Dlskin had th« right idea. 

After all, it brought her here, to the lUr shores of 
Virgins Beach. 

Miss Diskin wanted adventure, travel, some training, 
and, of course, to comber some new frontiers. 

She's been able to accomplish all of those aims thus far, 
plus a little more just for good luck. " 

With roughly 30 months of active service in the Navy, 
Sharon has jaucneyad to Puerto Rico for duty, received 
NTDS ({ualifications, been promoted, and recently the op- 
erations specialists third class became a real trlie blue 
groufldbreaker, a pathfinder. 

The Beach's Sharon became the first qualified female 
air intercept controller in the Navy. The pert, 21-year- 
old now based here at the Beach at Dam Neck, put her 
individual mark on the Navy by being the first woman to 
graduate from the Navy's course of the same name. The 
Navy offers the AIC course h^re and also at San Diego, but 
no woman has yet graduated from the California facility. 

Imprssslvo result 

The accomplishment is more impressive considering 
Sharon is one of the Navy's Junior petty officers. The six 
week course is normally frequented by only senior petty 
officers and officers. Before any petty officer below E-5 
can even be admitted to the course, they must have the 
endorsement of their commanding officer, type command- 
er, and be personally interviewed by the school. 

Competition is stiff and the course difficult, bi^lghtly 
so, as the specialty of Air Intercept Controller is a highly 
coveted honor among personnel in the operations special- 
ists rating. TbeAIC'sJobrequiresdexterity, sound judge- 
ment, and quick accurate responses. 

In a sense the AIC actually flies the intercept aircraft, 
as be gives instructions to the pilot to increase speed, 
change altitude, or change course to ensure successful 
interception of an enemy aircraft. The course itself em- 
phasines performance and prior to graduation a student 
must have successfully completed 120 synthetic intercepts 
and 35 live intercepts. 

Petty Officer Diskin reported aboard here Jan. 5 and 
professed an early desire to become an air intercept 
controller. After interviewing her, members of the AIC 
branch were so impressed with her motivation and pro- 



fessk»al qualdications that they enroll^ hei> in the 
course. 

Showing amtsing abilities during her "A" school train- 
ing, aiaron first came to Fleet Combat Direction Sys- 
tems Training Center in April of 1974 to attend the NTDS 
school located here. 

Taltnt r«cognii«d 

While stationed at the Atlantic Fleet Weapons Range, 
Sharon's aptitude in the AIC field was recognised and she 
was assigned as an Advisory Air Controller fin- airborne 
data link and drone recovery aircraft (the first woman to 
be qualified at the Weapons Range in that position>. 

The Instructors at the AIC school have bten impressed 
by Sharon's performance throughout her training, and 
mention of her often elicits more than a few superlative 
comments. 

The final phase of training in the AIC course includes 
live emitrol of A-4's, F-4's and F-14's from Naval Air 
^tion Oceana and many a pilot was surprised to hear 
the soft-spoken soprano directing their movements. Now 
that Sharon has graduated she will join the IS man training 
staff for the AIC course and the pilots from Oceana can 
eq>ect to beer from feer on a regular basis. 

When asked why? Sharon responded by 'sayttg, "be- 
cause I've always wanted to control aircraft."Originally 
from Pittsburgh, Sharon is theoldestofMr.and Mrs. Jo- 
seph Diskin's ftwr children. Sharon delayed teUlng her 
parents about her recertf'accompUshment until her suc- 
cess was guaranteed. 

Plays local club 

A petite five foot two Inches, Sharon's talents are not 
limited to her naval expertise. Learning to pla^the gui- 
tar almost eight years ago, Sharon began pe^orming 
professionally as a folk singer while stationed at Puerto 
Rico. Currently Sharon performs weekly at the Chief 
Petty Officer's Club at Fleet Combat Direction Systems 
Training Center, workload permitting. 

Sharon hasnt yet decided whether she'll continue her 
naval career once her enlistment expires. But with her 
dynamic personality and academic prowess, it's certain 
the Navy will make every effort to retain her.
